TREE PLANTING: We will likely 
be at the job of putting the trees 
into the ground in about two more 
weeks. This week I want to tell 
you about preparing the ground. 
Just as soon as your plot is well 
dried I work it thoroughly with a 
tiller or cultivator. Be sure that 
your last stroke is one that will 
level the ground as well as pack it 
a little. The tree planter works 
much better if the ground is quite 
firmly packed. 

You will also need to stake out 
These 
stakes are merely to guide you while 
planting the trees. It is important 
that you leave plenty of room be- 
tween the rows of trees if you are 
planting more than one row. We 
recommend at least 12 feet between 
ihe rows, some leave 14 or more 
feet. The idea being that you can 
then work this ground frequently 
with your regular field equipment 
such as cultivator, disc or tiller. It 
is far more likely that your regular 
equipment will prove more satis- 
factory than to depend on borrow- 
ing some special type equipment 
from your neighbor. Usually where
